Roosevelt Helps Business 


Just prior to adjournment of the sev- 
enty-fifth Congress a few days ago, the 
Works Progress Administration made 
public a plan without precedent in recent 
years for stimulating business recovery. 


It is going to spend ten million dollars in 
buying up all the present surplus stocks in 
the men’s, women’s and children’s clothing 
industries, as well as purchasing 500,000 
cases of grapefruit juice, for the use of 
people on relief. 

This decision is historic for several 
reasons. To begin with, the policy was 


adopted by the WPA only on the recom- 
mendation of Sidney Hilman, lent 
of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America. The government entered the 
field as a purchaser in order to prevent 
wages of 160,000 employees in the clothing 
industry being ruthlessly slashed, a fate 
which Mr. Hilman said could not be es- 
caped if the surplus stock 

The policy is no less notable because 
it points to the essential but often ignored

Tim Buck Cleared 

The report of the Royal Commission 
on Penitentiaries has a few paragraphs 
about Tim Buck and the 1932 riots in 
Kingston jail that make dramatic read- 
ing. The Communist leader, imprisoned 
for what was termed subversive activity, 
was fired upon several times in his cell 
by some unknown hand on October 20, 
1932. He was blamed, he said, for a riot 
which had broken out in the jail three 
days earlier. Buck was unhurt and dis- 
played one of the bullets during a speak- 
ing tour of the west undertaken in 1935. 
Although he vigorously denied being im- 
plicated in the riots, he lacked proof of 
his innocence. 

That proof has now been furnished, 
in abundant measure, by the Royal Com- 
nfission. It finds that Buck actually tried 
to prevent the riots, rather than wishing 
to foment them. Although unable to 
name the person firing the shots, it ar- 
raigns General Ormond, and Inspectors 
Craig and Dawson for not preparing a 
satisfactory report on the incident. 

Another prisoner, Price by name, was 
shot in the shoulder while in his cell the 
same night and left without food or med- 
ical attention for 22 hours. He recovered. 

If these cases are typical of the neg- 
ligence prevailing in Kingston penitenti- 
ary, little wonder need be excited at the 
insistence with which the Royal Commis- 
sion censures General Ormond and urges 
sweeping revision of Canada’s penal sys- 
tem.

As we grow older, the arteries become more 
or less brittle, and there is a tendency to lose the 
elastic quality seen in the youthful artery, Hard- 
ening of the arteries is therefore one of the 
diseases usually attendant upon age and gen- 
erally does not begin until the patient reaches 
the middle stage of life, 


With the right kind of care, the hardening 
process may be delayed or prevented and it is 
entirely possible to reach the age of sixty or 
seventy without being troubled by arterial hard- 
ening in any noticeable degree. The reverse is 
also true, and unwise habits of living may cause 
an abnormal brittleness of the arterial walls 
which appears far too early in life. 


High blood pressure usually co-exists with 
hardening of the arteries and it is therefore 
common to find them both in the same patient, 
but this is by no means an invariable rule. Fort- 
unately, the dietetic treatment is practically the 
same for both arterial hardening and high blood 
pressure. 

The main cause of arterial hardening, also 
called ateriosclerosis, is a toxic condition of the 
blood stream, and the toxic material trans- 
ported in the body must finally irritate the 
delicate lining of the blood vessels. To protect 
themselves from this continued irritation, the 
arteries lay down a deposit of calcium or lime. 
It is this deposit which makes the artery hard, 
stiff or brittle. The patient has often been a 
hearty eater of starchy foods and is frequently a 
sufferer from constipation. Contributing causes 
are mental strain, nervous tension, worry and 
other like mental states. . 

Arterial hardening of itself does not produce 
any symptoms, and when symptoms do appear 
they are the result of a diminished blood supply, 
the narrowed and thickened artery being unable 
to carry a fully supply of blood. 

The three vital organs most likely to be 
handicapped by arteriosclerosis are the heart, 
kidneys and brain. If the heart bears the brunt 
of the heardening process, such symptoms as 
shortness of breath, and pain through the left 
side of the chest, will appear. When the kidneys 
are the parts chiefly affected, then changes may 
occure which produce the symptoms of Bright's 
Disease or nephrities. If the arteries of the brain 
are affected, the change may be so slow that the 
patient scarecly notices any symptoms, although 
later on he may complain of dizziness, loss of 
memory for recent happenings, headaches and 
faintness. Those associated with him may notice 
he is becoming more self-centred and less willing 
to make any change in his usual way of living. 
The intellectual capacity may be progressively 
lessened. 

The brain changes resulting from arterial 
hardening are due partly to the slowing down 
of the blood circulation and may be partly the 
result of a rupture of one of the blood vessels, 
producing apoplexy. The blood vessel producing 
hemorrhage, or it may be the result of throm- 
bosis or embolism. 

I find that in many cases hardening of the 
arteries may be partially overcome by the patient 
using a very strict diet. The main rule to observe 
it to leave out the starches, doing this for a long 
time if necessary. Patients may continue to im- 
prove over a period of years and satisfactory 
progress wil be made in all cases not too far 
advanced. 


Questions And Answers

is suffering from a heart attack due to weak 
heart, has pains in the chest, difficulty in walk- 
ing, and arms feel like they are partly para- 
lyzed, accompanied by acid indigestion and 
stomach feeling heavy and constipation—what 
is the best thing to do?

ANSWER: This case is somewhat complicat- 
ed, due to the heart difficulty, indigestion and 
constipation, and therefore requires special 
treatment outlined by a physician who is fam- 
iliar with it through personal observation. A 
purely general treatment would consist of fast- 
ing on plain water during the attack of indi- 
gestion, the use of the enema to relieve the 
constipation, and rest in bed during the heart 
attack. 

QUESTION: X. Y. Z. asks: “Please answer 
through your column whether persimmons are 
acid-forming or alkaline-forming.” 

ANSWER: None of the tables giving the 
acid- and alkaline-forming foods which I have 
consulted list the persimmon.

On this date, June 22, in 1869, 
Lord Lisgar, then governor-genera),
